N the midst of the national prep­ 
aration for a celebration of the 
battle of Getty sburg the country 
has been shocked and its sy mpa­ 
thies touched by the predicament of 
the hero of that famous battle. 
During the very twilight of his de­ 
clining y ears, at the end of a life far 
bey ond 
the average in 
length 
and 
transcendent in luster, Major General 
Daniel E. Sickles wa s recently threat­ 
ened with a jail confinement. 
The 
aged veteran, ninety -two y ears old and 
the last of the civil war leaders of his 
rank, is under the charge of misappro­ 
priating the funds of the monument 
com mission of New York, of which he 
w a s at one time chairman. 
There is the most poignant elem ent 
of romance in the whole ex perience of 
this grizzled warrior. 
His valor a t the 
“ peach orchard” on the bloody field of 
the civil war's greatest conflict, his 
love affairs, his illustrious career as 
diplomat ami his indomitable pride in 


tions felt by all concerned in the case, 
served the warrant of arrest and ac­ 
cepted the bond of $30,000 offered by a 
surety company in a perfunctory man­ 
ner in the general’s house. 
The inci­ 
dent was dramatic in the ex treme. 
It 
was more of a social affair than a 
phy sical ex pression by the sta te of its 
power against a crippled old veteran. 
It was in this hour of need that 
many personal friends and many prom­ 
inent persons ail over the country 
came to the front with offers of finan­ 
cial aid. 
All ex pressed their ’patriotic 
purpose of merely helping their coun­ 
try man. to repay in a pitifully small 
way the incalculable service rendered 
by the general for his country .

$23.000 by popular subscription. 
Most notable among those who came 
to the aid of the genera 1 was Mrs. 
Helen D. Longstreet, widow of the 
general who led the attack against Ma­ 
jor General Sickles and was driven 
back in the famous Pennsy lvania con­ 
flict.

trouble. 
The major general has figured in va ­ 
rious affstirs of hardship in the past 
few y ears. 
He has been estranged 
from his w ife and son, Stanton, for a 
long time and on several occasions has 
been beset by suits for large sums of 
money which he had borrowed or con­ 
tracted in 
unfortunate business a f­ 
fairs. 
Several times recently the great 
collection of war trophies, paintings, 
medals, arms, uniforms and other me- * 
mentos which enrich his house a t 23 
Fifth avenue, New York, have been in 
danger of attachment. 
Each time Mrs. * 
Sickles lias come to the nid of her hus­ 
band with substantial sums. 
The old 
warrior 
had 
stea dfa stly 
renounced 
Mrs. Sickles and coldly turned from 
her through the y ears of their separa­ 
tion. 
A brief reconciliation occurred 
when Mrs. Sickles made her last con­ 
tribution to protect his treasures. 
This reconciliation proved short lived 
because of the rapid and sensational 
developments of General Sickles' final 
calamities. 
And therein is focused the 
biggest romance of the warrior's life. 
The charge against him made by the 
sta te of New York technically is that 
he diverted to his own private uses ap­ 
prox imately $30,000 of funds belonging 
to the sta te monument commission. 
He returned part of this, and the bal­ 
ance of his discrepancy was approx i­ 
mately $23.000 when the attorney gen­ 
eral lost all patience and issued a war­ 
rant for the general's arrest. 
This wa s the sorrowful blot on a pa 
triot’s record and the national sorrow 
of his country men tha t the hero of 
Getty sburg should be incarcerated as 
a felon behind jail bars, possibly to 
die there. 
A wave of indignation over 
such a prospect rose from all over the 
country . 
It wa s quickly apparent that 
no one, not even the sta te officials, 
really wished to prosecute the order of 
punishment upon the general, but that 
the officials were in a peculiar posi­ 
tion. As Governor Sulzer ex pressed it, 
they had the deepest reverence and ad­ 
miration for the general, but they could 
not officially condone or cover a pub­ 
lic offense such as his.

WAR ON TREE KILLING BEETLE 


Secretary of Agriculture Reports C a m ­ 
paign In Oregon. 
The 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
an­ 
nounces that investigations conducted 
in 19 07 and 19 10 to determine the con 
ditions on an area of more than 1.000,- 
000 acres in northeastern Oregon show­ 
ed that the killing of a large number of 
trees by the mountain pine beetle bad 
been going on in this area since 19 03. 
It was estimated that 33 per cent of 
the lodgepole pine on about 1,000,000 
acres and 30 per cent of the matured 
lodgepole on 800.(XX) acres of the same 
area had been killed, or a total of over 
8,000,000 trees. 
It was also estimated 
that 140,000 y ellow pine had been killed 
by this beetle and that the invasion 
was moving south and southeast into 
the more valuable areas of y ellow pine.

A GRUEL HOAX PLAYED 
ON KAISER'S SOLDIERS 


Garrison al Sirassburg Was 
tbe Victim. 


Berlin, Feb. 6.—At the hands of a 
discharged 
non-commissioned 
officer 
the great garrison at Strassburg has 
just been made the victim of a practi­ 
cal joke. They paraded in full uniform 
with their entire kits to receive a visit 
from the kaiser, when the emperor, as 
a m atter of fact, was at an opposite 
corner of the empire attending the 
Prussian centenary at Koenigsberg. 
The commanders of the Strassburg 
garrison knewr of liis m ajesty’s inten­ 
tion to go to Koenigsberg, but when 
they received a perfectly regular tele­ 
gram filed at Weissenburg, a station 
to the eastw ard of Strassburg, telling 
them of the approach of the war lord, 
they jumped to obey orders to turn 
out the garrison. 
Everything worked 
with characteristic Prussian precision. 
The troops were drawn up on the pa­ 
rade grounds and thousands flocked 
there to greet his majesty, whose a- 
rival was expected betw’een 11 in the 
morning and 2 in the afternoon. 
The 
troops waited patiently until 2 o’clock, 
but there was no sign of the arrival 
of the kaiser. 
Telegram s were then sent to Kof- 
nigsburg, and they confirmed the fact 
that the kaiser was there and had seM 
no order for the parade of the S tra ss- 
burg garrison. 
The officials then re­ 
alized that they had been hoaxed and 
started an investigation. 
This result­ 
ed in the discovery that the author of 
the fake telegram was a discharged 
non-commissioned officer named Wol- 
ter. who, in a way em ulating the ex­ 
ample of the cobbler of Koepennick. 
had obtained some official forms and 
carried out the hoax with the greatest 
thoroughness. 
In the official uniform 
of a m essenger he delivered the tele­ 
gram which caused all the excitement 
in Strassburg.

Indianapolis,

6.—U nder 
sus­ 
pended rules W. W. Spencer’s public 
service 
commission 
bill 
was 
put 
through in the house with a precision 
and snap tha t left some of the mem­ 
bers 
gasping 
in 
amazement. 
The 
m easure was advanced to second read­ 
ing without the m em bers getting a 
chance to offer am endm ents, and then 
was passed by unanimous vote, even 
the absentees being voted in order to 
put them on record in favor of the bill. 
Although a pretense was made at 
reading the m easure section by sec­ 
tion, it w as charged on the floor of the 
cham ber that several sections were 
omitted, and that the bill was passed 
without having actually been read. 
W ith the consent of the house the 
speaker ordered the bill read, intim at­ 
ing that am endm ents might be offered 
by m em bers after the reading wa3 
completed. 
Half a dozen members 
wrere 
waiting 
to 
introduce 
am end­ 
ments, when Representative Cravens 
called for suspension of the rules. The 
motion caused a turmoil, but Speaker 
Cook ordered a roll call on the motion. 
By a vote of 74 to 20 the m easure was 
sent to engrossm ent and handed down 
by the speaker on third reading. 
The 
m em bers voted, many of them, with­ 
out knowing what am endm ents had 
been made in the m easure and some 
of them without having read the bill 
or heard it read, for a majority left 
the chamber when the reading clerks 
began their monotonous task of read­ 
ing tbe m easure section by section. 
Representatives Ault and Branam an 
both voted against the bill on final 
passage, declaring that they wTould not 
vote “aye” without a full and com­ 
plete understanding of what they were 
voting for. 
But after the roll call was 
ended they changed their votes to 
“aye” and Minority I>eader Esehbaeh 
consented 
when 
Speaker Cook 
an­ 
nounced that the absent m em bers de­ 
sired to be recorded as voting 
aye.” 
Thus the bill passed unanimously, 100 
to ft. 
Members who supported Cravens’s 
motion to suspend the rules explained 
their action almost invariably with tbe 
assertion that they all had the utmost 
confidence in Governor Ralston, and 
since he had approved the bill, they 
had no reason to doubt its merit. 
On 
the other hand some of the members 
opposing the motion denounced the 
procedure as “the most amazing in 
the history of the Indiana legislature.” 


Senate Declares W a r on Rats. 


Senator R atts’s bill, providing for 
the exterm ination of rats, passed the 
senate after the author of the m eas­ 
ure had borne the brunt of a humor­ 
ous discussion and after he had con­ 
vinced his colleagues that the m easure 
w'as not such a laughing m atter after 
all. 
The vote on the m easure was 43 
to 2, Senators Stotsenburg and Gavit 
casting the negative votes. 
In addition to the Ratts bill the sen­ 
ate passed Senator W hite’s bill pro­ 
hibiting the use of the public drinking 
cup and Senator K attm an’s bill re­ 
enacting a portion of the drainage law 
of 1889. 
Senator Strange’s bill m ak­ 
ing it unlawful for persons arrested to 
give fictitious names, on which two re­ 
ports had been submitted, was killed 
on second reading. 
Senator Ballou 
fought a losing fight for his measure, 
providing for the popular election of 
I county superintendents, the bill being 
rejected by a vote of 41 to 12. 
Stotsenburg’s bill perm itting women 
to hold places on school boards, was 
passed, and a resolution limiting de 
bate on any bill to ten m inutes was 
adopted. 
f 
Senate Democrats held a caucus on 
platform measures, but failed to reach 
an agreem ent, and another caucus will 
be held next Tuesday. 
In the house the Billman garnishee 
bill was advanced to third reading af- 
i ter vain attem pts to insert amend 
ments. 
The ways and m eans commit­ 
tee of the house and the finance com- 
, m ittee of the senate agreed on gen 
eral appropriations for the main state 
i institutions, and also agreed to rec- 
| ommend an increase in the salary of 
the state superintendent of public in­ 
struction.
